This concern is now employing be- 


tween 30 and 40 men and running at 
capacity both day and night. 
The 


plant was established on the site £or- 
raerly occupied by the Buckeye Paper 
Co. on North Jackson St. . 


The- concern has been so entirely 


successful in the marketing of their 
product that it is ex-pected to bring 
other rubber industries into Lima. 
Managers of the concern sTated Sat- 
urday that were it not for the; pre- 
vailing conditions making it difficult 
to procure raw 'material they -would 
be employing at least 300'men.

"THE OLD TOWN PUMP" ," 


W 


ITH the coming of the heated term, one's mind reverti to 


those things that make for comfort. Cold drinks, shady 


spots, negligee apparel and surcease from, activity to u great 
an extent as possible holds sway. 


Purchasing ice to cool city water and render it more re- 


freshing for drink, La a necessity for those who don't care to 
take their water at somewhere near the same temperature 
they drink their coffee. There are fond recollections of "the 
old town pump" as one draws a glass of luke "warm water from 
a faucet

Older residents have no difficulty whatever in recalling 


the days when water for drinking purposes was afforded only 
from, wells and springs. In those former days there .was no 
such thing as running -water in homes, hotels, etc. Most every 
home owner had a dug or drilled well. 
AJS population in- 


creased, the danger of drinking water frorti open wells con- 
tinued. Then came the drilled well, as a matter of safety. The 
water was taken from a deep rock strata and altho most every- 
one in these days has access to the city \\fater service there are 
numerous drilled wells still in use in Lima. 


An example of the value and desirability of the, drilled 


well and-the cool and refreshing water it affords is noted at the 
Safety building, at Bigh-st and Central-ave. During these hot 
days and nights, the handle of the "town pump," that affords 
Fire Chief John Mack and his men satisfying quaffs from, the 
well, is worked overtime. Many persons who reside in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the Safety building and some who are even 
far removed, may be seen at most any time drawing on the 
supply of rock cold water from the city well. 


It recalls the old days when there was no necessity for ice 


treated aqua pura. Every well was a refrigerator unto itself, 
so far as the temperature of the water was concerned. And, 
also, instead of placing butter and milk in the enameled re- 
frigerator as we do now, mother used to place perishables in a 
bucket and lower it into the well. You remetaher, don't you?

SHORTAGE OF DOCTORS 


T 


HE sudden, unexpected and 
untimely death of the late 


Dr. A. L. Jones, brings to mind the 
fact that doctors 


generally, in serving humanity, are called 
upon so often to 


sacrifice their own comfort and their own health to respond 
to the needs of others, that it is little wonder there is a shor- 
tage of physicians, particularly in the country districts. Dr. 
Jones was an;example of the profession as a \vhole in the mat- 
ter of self sacrifice. 


The night was never too cold, the distance never too far 


and the need of sleep never too acute for Dr. Jones to respond 
to a caii. And those practitioners who still cany on are doing 
the same. The life of a physician is a constant sacrifice. The 
shortage f>f doctors is more acute in the country than in the 
cities. In fact, the country doctor is disappearing from the 
scene of action. There are large numbers 
of prosperous 


small towns and country districts in. the state that have no 
local doctor at all. And there are others where only the old 
practitioners have been left to attend many patients. In spite 
of increased efficiency, due to the automobile, the situation 
continues alarming. 


There are various reasons for the shortage of country 


doctors. Young physicians are lured to the cities for the most 
part by better living conditions, just; as are other people. They 
realize that in the ciiies, wnere there are more doctors to be 
called on when needed by patients, life is easier than in the 
country districts. 


However, the real cause of the shortage is the fact that 


there are not enough students entering the medical colleges. 
Par too few doctors are being graduated each year. Require- 
ments for entering college have been advanced and the terms 
lengthened: Then there is the prospect of the self sacrifice 
that falls to the lot of the. practitioner which deters many. The 
life of the physician will continue one of self-denial and sacri- 
fice until (here are more men in the profession.
